And whereas the Ratifications of the ſaid Preliminary Articles, in due Form,, were exchanged at Verſailles, by the Plenipo- 


tentiaries of Us, of the Moſt Chriſtian King, and of the Catholick King, on the Twecnty ſecond of this Inſtant November, 
from which. Day the ſeveral Terms above-mentioned of 'Twelve Days, of Six Wecks, of Three Months, and of Six Months, 

for the Reſtitution of all Ships, Merchandizes, and other Effects, taken at Sea, are to be computed. 

We have thought fit, by and with the Advice of Our Privy Council, to notify the ſame to all

both at Sea and Land, and all other Our Subjects whatſoever, to forbear all Acts of Hoſtility, either by Sea or Land? againſt 
His Moſt Chriſtian Majeſty, and His Catholick Majeſty, Their Vaſſals, or Subjects, from and after the reſpective Times above- 
mentioned, and under the Penalty of incurring Our higheſt Diſpleaſure.
